Several years ago Morgan county 
issued $260,000 worth of bonds, which 
were used for building 85 or 70 miles 
of pike roads. 
The constitution of 
Alabama provides that no county can 
issue bonds in excess of three and 
one-half per cent of the assessed val­ 
ue 
of 
its 
property. 
$260,000. thd 
amount of bonds issued, was the lim­ 
it based upon the value of the prop­ 
erty at the time they were issued. The 
70 miles of road build was not enough 
to cover ihe chief thoroughfares of 
the county. 
So many thickly popu­ 
lated sections were left without im­ 
proved roads after the bond money 
was all spent. 
The property of that 
part of the county In which no roads 
were built with the money from the 
bond issue has been taxed for the 
payment of the Interest on the bonds 
that built the roads the same as the 
property located 
In 
the 
sections 
where- the roads were built. 
There 
has b«*en an Increase of more than 
$3,#00,000 to the^assessed value of the 
oronerty of the county since the road 
bond Issue. 
This gives the people of 
the county‘the right to vote to Issue 
$100,000 worth more of bonds for road 
improvement If they desire i t 
They 
ran have a definite understanding as 
to where these new or piked roads 
are to be located. 
Tfile eastern por­ 
tion of the county ought certainly to 
have enough of the new pikes, if they 
are built, to connect that end of the 
county with the pikes already built, 
I believe the Increased knowledge ns 
to how to build roads would enable 
ns to get more roads per thousand 
dollars expended than we got out of 
the first bond money.

Not long ago two young men who 
had 
saved 
some 
money 
out 
of 
their wages, embarked in a small man­ 
ufacturing business themselves. They 
found difficulty In procuring certain 
raw materials as advantageously *e 
their former employer could. 
Tho 
party furnishing the raw materials, 
they ¿said, had an understanding with 
their former employer. 
This, they 
claimed, was unfair competition. 
They filed complaint with toe fed­ 
eral trade commission. 
After inves­ 
tigation It was ascertained that the 
reasons assigned for refusing to fur­ 
nish the raw materials were that the 
young men did not have credit or 
cash to buy. 
When this fact was 
made clear, the young men arranged 
to pay cash. 
Thereupon the party 
complained against agreed not to dis­ 
criminate against them further in any 
way but to furnish them raw mate­ 
rials on an equal basis with their 
competitors. 
There was no formal 
hearing, no long drawn-out litigation; 
the young concern could not have 
stood it. 
The whole matter was ad­ 
justed within a few weeks and the 
small industry afforded a chance, on 
an even footing, to work out its sal­ 
vation. 
Another case. 
A large corporation 
engaged in a certain manufacturing 
' practice which in a single state was 
costing its 
rival, 
an 
independent, 
thousands of dollars every month. The 
m atter was taken up with the cor­ 
poration alleged to be offending and 
the m atter settled. The offending cor­ 
poration agreed to desist in its prac­ 
tice not only as to the single inde­ 
pendent directly affected, but as to 
all 
others 
similarly 
situated. 
The 
smaller company was saved. The large 
corporation was not haled into court; 
there was no publicity, no interfer­ 
ence with the normal course of busi­ 
ness; and the whole m atter was dis­ 
posed of speedily and satisfactorily. 
These are typical cases illustrating 
the daily routine work of the federal 


trade commission. 
The procedure to 
purposely made as simple as possible. 
The relief is aimed to be speedy. Red- 
tape is cut off and results obtained 
by short cuts; hearings are held in­ 
formally; complaints and those com­ 
plained against sit around the same 
table w ith.too commissioners. 
The 
satisfactory part is that the spirit of 
the commission has been accepted by 
business to be a spirit of accommo­ 
dation and helpfulness. The good faith 
of the commission has been accepted; 
and the business interests which we 
have come into contact with have 
been open and fair in their desire to 
accommodate themselves to the law. 
The powers of the commission are 
constructive 
and 
corrective. 
Only 
through regulated competition can a 
democracy sustain Itself. 
The prob­ 
lem is to introduce regulation with 
out unnecessarily impeding and ham­ 
pering the sensitive processes of bus! 
ness. To regulate competition certain 
rules must be 
formulated 
and en­ 
forced. 
Because it is charged with 
the duty of making rules for commerce 
in channels of trade, the commission 
has been called by some the traffic 
policemen of interstate commerce. Is 
this role its business is to promote 
the rights of the smaller as well aa 
the rights of the larger business units 
engaged to and using the highways 
of commerce to the United States 
Ninety-five per cent of the corpora­ 
tions of the country have a capitaliza 
tion of a million dollars or less; but 
the remainder own one-seventh of tha 
total national wealth. 
The 95 pel 
cent are entitled to protection from 
unfair methods of competition which 
their more powerful but no more ef­ 
ficient rivals might adopt. 
Your traffic policeman may be 
wise, considerate and level-headed of 
fleer who brings about order and tht 
free flow of traffic without ostenta 
tious show of authority. 
If so, he li 
a great help to traffic. 
If he Is no1 
wise, considerate and level-headed hf 
may harass and impede traffic serious­ 
ly without reason or benefit. It is oui 
purpose to help and not to harass.

ALASKAN MINERAL 
OUTPUT INCREASES 


PRODUCTION IN 1915 SHOWS RIO 
OAIN OVER THAT OP PftS-^ 
VIOUS YEAS. 


The 'wealth of Unrle Sam s territory 
of Alaska is shown by its mineral pro­ 
duction In 1912, which amounted to 
$32,154,229—$13,788,263 more tbas the 
value in 1914, sad far more than that 
of say previous annual output during 
tho 26 year# that mining has been car­ 
ried on in tho territory. 
The collec­ 
tion of mineral statistics of Alaska for 
19t5, Just completed by Alfred H. 
Brooks of tho United States geologi­ 
cal survey, shows that the value of 
tho gold produced during tho year 
amounted to $16,792,144, copper, $15,- 
129,129. and sliver $642,292. Tin, lead, 
antimony, marble, gypsum, and a small 
amount of petroleum and ooal bring 
the total value of Alaska's minsral 
products to $22,$24,229. 
Since 1880, when mining first began 
in Alaska, the territory has produced 
gold, silver, copper, tin, sad other 
minerals to the value of $200,953,721, 
the gold production alone to the close 
of 1915 amounting to $260,858,943. Of 
this gold, $184,192,992 worth was pro­ 
duced by the placers, the rest being 
derived from lode deposits.

Wilson made another unexpected trip 
to the capítol today to impress upon 
congress the necessity for speeding 
up to avoid an extra session.
